The North Lancashire regiment, of 


which he is a member, ho writes, has 
been engaged In many battles since 
leaving England, and that many of Ills 
own personal friends have been shoe 
down in front of his eyes. About three 
weeks ago he was hit in the arm with 


fragment of a -shell, and the injury 


was of such a .serious nature that lie 
was taken to a field hospital, and later 
sent home to recover.

writing the letter he wrote that ho 
felt very well and that his injury was 
healing" rapidly.
